ABSTRACT 


The invention relates to a method for producing 
hydroxylated triple helical proteins in yeast host 
cells by introducing to a suitable yeast host cell, 
DNA sequences encoding the triple helical protein as 
well as prolyl 4 -hydroxylase (PH4) , in a manner 
wherein the introduced DNA sequences are replicated, 
stably retained and segregated by the yeast host 
cells .
